Consumption  as  Affected  by  Residence. 
— Dr.  Bowditch  of  Massachusetts,  in  a  re¬ 
port  to  the  Legislature  of  that  State,  dis¬ 
cusses  the  relation  of  consumprive  diseases 
to  the  matter  of  residence.  The,  first  poiut  he 
urges  is  that  the  cellar  should  be  always 
dry  ;  also,  that  no  possibility  should  exist 
of  drinking  waler  becoming  contaminated 
by  refuse  ;  and  hence,  for  the  latter,  closely 
cemented  stone,  brick, or  vitrified  tile  drains 
should  be  used,  while  the  supply  for  drink¬ 
ing  should  be  brought  to  the  house  from 
some  distant  spring  or  pond.  The  dwelling 
he  says,  is  best  situated  on  an  elevate 
knoll,  open  to  the  south  aud  west  wiuds, 
but  somewhat  shielded  from  the  Dorth  and 
east.  There  should  be  means  of  allowing 
sunlight  to  enter  every  room  ;  and,  aa  re¬ 
gards  temperature,  abont  70°  medium  is  the 
best,  the  heat  to  be  derived  from  open 
fireplaces  connected  with  well  constructed 
chimneys  in  every  room.
